done and ſuffer'd from each other, let's all be ſorry for it, and all mend, 
perfefily forgiving what's paft, ,and returning to as great a kindneſ7 
4 ever, and a greater then ever, that ſo by all mutual good Offices, 
we may make amends for former animoſities.

After theſe , King Charles the Fixſt, of bicſſ;d Memory, in 
Fis Auſwer to the Remonſirance of the Houſe of Commons ' 

preſented to Him at Hampton Court, December the fixſt , 164]- 
. faich 
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ſaith as follows, In differences amongſt On ſelves, for matters indij- 
ferent in their fva Nature, concerning Religion , we ſhall in tender- 
neſs to any number of onr Loving Subjetts, very willingly comply 
with the Advice of Our Parliament, that ſowe Law may be made for 
the exemption of tender Conſciences from puniſhment, or proſecution 
for ſuch Ceremonies, and in ſuch Caſes, which, by the judgment of 
moſt men, are held to he mattrs indifferent, and of ſome to be abſo- 
lately unlawful. And again in his Meſſage of the 20th. of Fan.1641. 
His Majeſty propoſeth to both Houſes of Parliament, the ſecuricy 
of the true Religion now profeſſed in the Church of Exgland, and 
the ſetling of Ceremonies in ſuch a manner as may take away all 
juſt offence, In His Meſſage of the 14th. of February following, 
His Majeſty more fully exprefſeth himſelf, 2iz in theſe words. 
Becauſe His Mijefty obſerveth great and difficult troubles 10 ariſe in the

often declared his willingneſs to Indulge tender Confciences , 
witnels his Declaration from Breda. His Declaration afterward 
Oftober 8th. 1660. in which His Majefiy faith , Oxr preſent conſi- 
deration and work is to gratifie #be private Conſciences of thoſe who 
are grieved with the uſe of ſome Ceremonies , by indulging to, and 
diſpenſing with the omitting of thoſe Ceremonies. Which Indulg: nt 
Declaration ſo raviſhed the hearts of all Your Loving Subjects 
(liith a Member of the Houſe of Commons, in an Epifile to His 
Majeſty) that Your whole Houſe of Commons, their Repreſen- 
tatives, then Aſſembled in Parliament, immediately after the Put 
lication, Ofober the 9th. 1660, repaired in a Body to White-ball, 
and there by their Speakers Oration in the Banquetting- Houſe, * 
expreſſed their extraordinary great joy, and preſented their gene- 
ral thanks to Your Majeſty, for this Your Majefties moſt Gracious 
Declaration and Diſpenſation, and with their Confciences, in 
matters not being of the ſubſtance or eſſence of Religion 3 which 
gave abundant ſatisfaction to all peaceable ſober-minded men, and 

ſuch as are truly Religious, in which return of their thanks they 


were 
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wereall' unanimous, Nemine Contradicente» Then ordering a Bilf 
in purſuance of Your Majclies Declaration. Note; That this was. 
that Houſe of Commons, which together with the Houle of Lords, 
broa2ht His Majeſty to His Throne, And hence we may infer 
that thoſe whoare for indulgence to tender-Conſciences, may be 
Good and Loyal Subje&s to His Majeſty, I read, that in the dayes 
of King Fames, namely, in the Tenth year of His Reign, the 
Members of the Houſe of Commons thus Petition'd His Majefty. 
IF hereas divers painful and Learned Paſtors that have long time tra- 
wailed:in the work of the Miniſirie, with good fruit and bleſſing of 
thiir Labours, bave been removed from their Eccleſiaſtical Livings, 
teing their Free-bold,and debarred from all means of maintenance, to the 
great grief of ſundry | Your Majeſties well-affeied Smubjefis; We 
therefore humbly beſeech Tour Majeſty would be graciouſly pleaſed, that 
ſuch deprived and filenced Miniſters, living quictly and peaceably, may 
be reſtored, & c. Sze Beames of former light, page 103. And in the 
Thirtieth year of the Reign of Q.1cen Elizabeth,the Houſe of Com- 
mons preſented to the Lords Spiritual and Temporal a Petition 
containing divers particalars, for the redreſs whereof they defire, 
That no Oath or Subſcription might be tendered to any.at their entrance 
into the Miniſtry, but ſuch as is expreſly preſcribed by the Statutes of 
this Realm, except the Oath againſt corrupt entring, That they may 
not be troubled for the Omiſfion of ſome Rites or portions preſcribed in 
the Book of Common Prayer 3 That ſuch as had heen ſuſpended or de- 
prived for-no other offence, but only. for -not ſubſcribing, might be 
reflored, 8c | i 

; In the next place I (hall ſet before you to-conſider-of the mode- 
ration of ſome- of the Nobility.

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'Tis thought by Dr. Faller, that Sir Francis Koarvles, Treafurer 
of the, Q.1eensHouſhold, 2vd Knight of the Garter, Father m'Law 
to the Earl of Leiceſter, was Sally abſent from the Council 
Board at this time, and that's the Reaſon he is miſfs'd-hexe amongſt 
the Privy Connſcllors; for he was, faith he, a great Patron of the 
Non: conformifts, Hereunto I (hall add a paſſage at the Council 
Fable. concerning Mr. Pax} Baines, # noted Non-conforrmilt, he 
was-called by Biſhop Harſves to the Council Table , and accuſcd 
for keeping -of Conventicks, and when he was accuſed hereof before 
the Privy Council, one of the Noble'men ſaid , Speak, ſpeak for 
your ſelf, whereupon he made fuch an Excellent Speech ,. that in 
the mid(t thereof a Nobleman ſtood up and (aid, He ſpeaks more 
like an Angel than a Min, and I dare not ſtay hereto bave a haud 
i any Sentence. againſt-bim z -apon which Speech they diſmiſſed 
him; and he tevertreard more from them. 

And now after Kings, the Commons in Parliament, and Lords 
of the Privy Council have appeared in this matter, give me leave 
to add the teſtimony of a Biſhop in the next place: Ir was the 
Biſhop of.

apon nrging them 20 the wſe of E-remomes and attire F = orig they 
ſhould ttand ons ftifly and chooſe rather to forego their Livings and the 
exerciſe of vbtiy-Miniſtry. And though I do nnt juftifie rheir doings 
aberran, yer ſurely uheir Service wonld be miſſed ar fuch time 5 ne:d 
fſuall require them, to give 1beright hand of fellowſhip one to amthef,

the greater increaſe of Papiſts to be of late then were before. Tv con» 
clade, Twifh I wiſh, that if by Petition made totbe Kings Mejefty there 
cannat be obtained a 7uite remavall of the Premiſes , which ſeem ſo 
grievous to divers ; wr yet a toleration for them which be of the 
more ſtay d and temperate carriage 3 yet. at leaſt there might be pro: 
cured a mitigation of the penalty , if they. cannot be drawn by otber 
Reaſons to a conformity with us. Sec B. of F. L. p. 205, And now 
to this Biſhops.excellent Speech, let me fubjoyn what I find in 
Print, by a Son of the Church, I. may ſay -by a great Champion 
and Pillar of the Proteſtant Church, in his Preface tothe Reader 
before his Irenicam, What Charter (faith he) hath Chriſt given the 
Church to bind men up 20 more then bimſelf hatb done ? or to exclude 
thoſe from Society, who may be admitted into Heaven ? It is not whe- 
ther the things commanded and requtyed be lawful or no; it is not 
how Chriſtians are bound to ſubmit to a reſtraint of their Chriſtin 
Liberty which ]:now inquire after (of thi(e things in the Treatilc 
it ſelf ) bat whether they do conſult for +be Churches peace, and uvity, 
who ſuſpend it. upon ſuch things ; bow far either the example of our 
Saviour or bis Apoſtles do warrant ſuch rigorow Impoſitions. "We 
never read of the Apoſtles making Laws, but of things ſuppoſed 
neceſſary-"--It was nos enough with them, that the things would be 
. "ER necc{ſary

. nee: ſary when rbey bad required them. bat they looked on an Antece- 
dent. neceſſity, ether abſolute or for the preſtus State, which P41 the 
only ground of impoſing thoſe commands upon the Gentile Chriſtians 
—=— would there ever be the lefs unity in a Church , if a diverſi 
was allowed as to pradiiſes ſuppoſed Tndifferent 3 yea, there woul 
be ſo much the more, as there was a mutual forbearance and condeſcen- 
tion as to ſuch things; ' And a little after (peaking of the Primi- 
tive Church headds, It was never thought worth the while to make 
any flanding Law for Rites and Cuſtoms, that bad no other Original 
but Tradition. Mach leſs to ſuſpend men ber Communion for not 
obſerving them, — — The firſt who broke this Order in tbe Church, 
were the Arrians, Donatifts, aud Circumcellians, whil'ſt tbe true 
Church was ftill known by its priftine Moderation and ſweetneſs of 
deportment towards all its Members. The ſame we heje may remain, 
end the moſt infallible evidence of the Conformity of our Church of 
England to the Primitive, not ſo munch in uſing the ſame Rites as 
were in uſe then, as in not impoſing them, byt leaving men to be won, 
by the obſerving the true decency and order of Churches, whereby thoſe 
who aft upon a Principle of Chriſtian Ingenuity, may be ſooner drawn 
$0 4 compliznce in all Iawfxl things, than by force and rigorous Im- 
poſitions, which wade men ſuſpet the weight of the thing it ſelf 
when ſuch force is uſed to makg it enter. In the mean time, what 
rauſe have we 10 vejoyce that Almighty God bath been pleaſed #0 
reftore us a Prince of that Excellent Prudence and Moderation, who 
bath fo lately given aſſmwrance to the world of bis great Indulgence 
towards all , that bave any pretence from Conſcience #0 differ from 
their brethren. From the Premiſes it appears abundantly chat 
Diſſenters and Scruplers jn by-matters have had fome Friends as 
. well as many Enemies, and the Reaſon they have had no more 
Friends, has certainly been a Mif-repreſentation of them to the 
world as Seditious and Turbulent perſons, Enemies to Ceſar and. 
all good Governmentand Order in Church and State. And this 
uſhers in our ſecond Conſideration 3 namely , That Diſſenters or 
Non-conformifts have been frequently falſly repreſented to the world. 
Of old the _Jews not worſhipping the ſame Gods that the Zgyp» 
tians-and other Nations did, were accuſed to worſhip an Fe,8 
head, and once @ year to-Sacrifice a Grecian according to their 
Kites.and Ceremonies, and to taſte and cat of His cntrails, and' 
: — un . 
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;n the: Sacrificing of the Grecian, 40 Swear to be Enemies to the 
 Gretks-_'v. toſephus in bis Second Book againſt Apion. Our bi. fſ-d 
- Saviour himfelt was accufed to be an Enemy to Ceſar, the Holy 
: Apoltles were charg:d to turn the*world upſide down. The 

Primitive Chriſtians were Judged to be Atheifls becauſe they would 

not worſhip the Godscf the Heathens, on them was laid the blame 

of all the Plagues, and Droughts, -and Famines, and Wars, and 
- what everelſe was hurtful to Mankind ,,-as you may read in Ar- 
nobius bis firft Book | adverſusr Gentes. OF later times the Papiſts 
have charged the Protctiants as the Authors of Rebellion and 

Sedition. 

Mr. Gattaker had a Book which was given a Neighbor of his 
(when taken and carried to Dunkirk, to make him} a good Catho- 
lick) the Title was Monarchs Machia,- or Feruſalem and Babi; . 
wherein the Anthor labours to maintain that the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and the Presbyterian Diſcipline,were in all parts introduced - 
and upheld by Sedition ad Rebellion : To make this good , he 
chargeth Calvin with fuch Seditious Do@rine, as the Proteſtant - 
Leaders built their Rebelliom upon. To prove that Cavin by his - 
DoRrine diſchargeth men of Oaths made to their Soveraigns, he 
alledgeth his Fourth Book, Chap. 13.: Paragraph the 21, ſaying; 
8 man illuminate with the truth, Simnl vinculis omnibus obediendi 
Tegibus & Ecclefie ſolutns eft. - He that once bath perfef} knowledge 
of the Goſpel, is abjokved from Oaths , and all ſuch Snares, Now 
turn to the place in Calvin's Inſtifutions, and you ſhall ſoon deſcry 
palpable Knavery. For Calvin in all that whole Chapterhath'not 
one word of fuch Oaths :of Allegiance as Subje&s rake to their 
Soveraighs, He treateth only'of Monaſtical or Monkiſh Vows, 
of theſe, not of thoſe; his words are only theſe, Nunc poſtquans + 
veritatis notitia ſunt illuminati, fimul Chrifti gratia liberos efſe dico, 
That is, Now they, to wit, who formerly bad made ſuch unwadran- 
toble Vows, and out of Error and Ignorance held themſelver obliged 
eberewith, after they are-inlightned with notice of the truth, orc, 1ſay,. 
free by tbe grace of God. To this, as Mr. Gattaker obſerves, the ſame 
Author adds another as groſs and palpable as the former. | Theſe 
ſeditious and populax Confiflorics, faith he, the Presbyterics, he 
means, are condemned by their half-brethren the Zainglians., 
_ Hear, faith he, the voyce of Gualterns 2a' Mmiſter of eg wants 
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' bitter a Sentence he pronounceth againſt ther in his: Commentary 
on 1 Coriuth.

That is, ' The FrenchyMiniſters have their Conſiftories 
of Elders, in whomreſtetb the Supremacy of Juris diction in all cauſes 
Eccleſiaſtical; and by theſe all Counſels. and Reſolutions are taken, 
axd all Impoſyions appointed to maintain the Wars againſt the King,

but becauſe when King Francis the Second was under Ape, they bad 
been the Refuge of vbe Princes of the blood expel'd from Court ,, even 
of the Greandfatber of this King now Reigning , and of that of the 
Prixceof Conde, who knew not where #0 take Sanfiuary ': for which 
the preſent King bath reaſon to wiſh them. well : It ſhall not be found 
that they made any other War. Nay, is is not tree that King Henry 
the Third ſem Armies againſt them 10 deftroy them, and ye 
they came 20 bis belp as ſoon as they ſaw bim in danger.

ix the midſt of the yevols and Rebellion, of moſt part of the Kingdom 
raiſed by tbe Pope, ' and the greateſt part of theClergy ?- Is it not true 
that they have affifted bim in all bis Battels, and belped mucb to raiſe 
the Crown again, which was ready to fall ? Is it- not true that they 
which perſecuted the late King Henry the Foxrth , injoy 1bis day the 
Fruits of the Services done by the Proteftants ? Such a Judgment , 
ſaith Dr. Du Moulin is of good weight, coming from a wiſe King, 
who was truly informed of the buſineſs of bis Neigbbowrs. And iffo, 
then Dr. P. H. ſurely was mifFinformed himſelf,* and hach mif- 
repreſented the Caſe of the French Proteſtants to the world in his 
late Hiſtory of the Presbyterians, as he hatfi alſo done-of the 
Netherland and Scots. For the Reformed Religion, faith Dr. P. Dy 
Moxlin was ſpread in the Netherlands over the Seventeen Provinces 
many years before there was :any thought of making an Union 
againk the Spaniards, and neither was that Union made upon the 
ſcore of Religion 3 but of State for maintaining their Franchiſes, 
againſt the oppreſſion of Spain : As it was ſufhciently juſtified by 
their chuſing Francis Duke of Alenſon a Roman 'Catholick for - 
their Prince, So here, for a farther clearing ofthe Netherlands 
from Rebellion. Mr. Cambden tells us , that after: Reaſons had 
been urged before Qucen Elizabeth to prove them Rebels 3 Her 
p Majeſty 
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Majeſty reſolved, that.it was both Chriſtian Piety to rdieve the. 
aMicted Netberlanders , embracers of the fame Religion She pro- 
ffſed, and Wiſdom to provide for the ſafety of Her Pcople, 
And again he tells us, that Anno 1587. the States in Parliament, 
(where were the Bithops alſo) congratulated Qucen- Elizabeth, 
as for good Laws, fo forthe French King, and the Netherlands 
relieved. *Tis worth the obſervation that Queen Elizabeth, and 
che Parliament of England looked on the Presbyterians in Holand, 
a5 ofthe ſame Religion with themſelves, notwithſtanding the dit 
ference in Church-Government and Ceremonies. Mr. Gattoker 
obſerves out of Fob Bodix an Ingenuous and Judicious Writer, 
and a Papiſit himſelf , an Anthor of good note amongſt Papiſts 
and Proteftants both, a notable commendation of Geneva. Sec 
Metbod. Hiſtor. cap. 6. page 245 That of the Genevians, ſaith Bodin, 
is laudable if ought in any Nation, and that which makes 8 Common- 
wealth to flouriſh, if not in Riches and Majeſtical Empire, yet ſure int 
Picty and Virtue, to wit the Pomtificial Cenſure, ( to he calls the 
Eccleliaſtical or Presbyterial Diſcipline)-—Iz that City therefore-no 
Harlotry, no Drunkenneſs, no Dancings, no Beggars, no idle perſons, 
are found, The aforcſaid Mr. Gattaker to clear thoſe of the Gene- 
zien way from Sedition, tells us a Story of Biſhop Elmor, Biſhop 
of London in Queen Elizabeth: Reign, viz. that when one Prea- 
ching at Paxl's Croſs had inveighed bitterly againſt the Puricans, 
as a crew of {editious and turbulent perſons, and had affirmed the 
Puritans to be worſe than the Papiſts; No, quoth the Biſhop , he 
ſaid not therein aright , for the Puritans if they had me amongſt them 
would cut my Roches only, but the Papiſts would cut my Throat. The 
fame Author Mr. Gattaker tells us, that his Succeſſor Biſhop 
Vaughan, when another in the ſame place, was no leſs eager in 
the fame Argument, the Biſhop ſaid to a Genileman of his inward 
Acquaintance who Dined that day with him (as the Gentleman 


himſelf told Mr. Ga#taker ) I wiſh I could bave bad the Preachers 


Tongue to day for ſome ſpace of time in my Pocket , The wayis not 
80 convert or convince that, party by Invelives and untruths, It is 
irxe they affet not tbe preſent form of Government , they are for 
exvotber ; but they ſeek. is by Petition, not by Inſurreftion or Sedition. 
And further to balance. Dr. P. H's teſtimony againſt the Celvi- 
ans and Prevbyterians, and - undeceive well-minded pores

ſubje&t as-much as they do his Comment on the Creed ir'(elf; It, 
will not be amifs to cite here ſome paſſzges out of Mr. Bedel.;after., 
wards Biſhop Bcdel, in his Anſwer to Wadſworth, who objected 
againftthe Reformed Religion, what Dr. P. H. doth againſt the 
C alvinian Reformens, viz. That they were the cauſe. of Sedition 
and Rebellion. * You have wronged , faith Mr. Bede, thoſe you
